proximately $150,000 annually to the 
Stone Mountain project in the event 
the city takes over the deeds, titles 
and other assets of the Stone Moun- 


tain Monumental Association, which 
have been offered formally to 
be ough. 

The tentative Dinkler proposal, 1 
accepted, will be the largest contri- 
bution ever made to any memorial 
project.in the entire south, Mr. Moore 
told members of the finance commit- 


e. 

That body has before it the plan 
by which the borough would take over 
the memorial plan. Friday it deferred 
action pending completion of details 
of the Dinkler program for financing 
the project. 

No Agreement on Details. 

When reached by long distance Fri- 
day night, Mr. Dinkler declared his 
plans were in an embryonic state, and 
that he is not ready yet to make an 
announcement. 

“Mr. Moore and I have discussed 
the Stone Mountain matter, but we 
have not agreed on final details,” he 
said. 

Mr. Moore read to the finance com- 
mittee the following telegram he re- 
ceived Friday morning from Mr. Dink- 
ler regarding the tentative plan: 
“Miami, Fla., 

“Wiley L. Moore, 
“Care City Hall, Atlanta, Ga. 

“Proposition as outlined to you In 
rough will be worked out upon return 
within next few days. Regards, 

(Signed) 
“CARLING L. DINKLER.” 

According to the plan, Mr. Dinkler, 
who now has a lease on the present 
site of the city hall of the borough 
of Atlanta, will give about 80 per cent 
of the net profits from.the $2,500,000 
building he is to erect on the site to 
the memorial for a period of 10 years 
or longer if necessary to assure com- 
pletion of the project. 

The amount of money to be con- 
tributed will depend, of course, on 
the profits which the investment re- 
turns, but Mr. Dinkler bas indicated 
his willingness to enter into an 
agreement just as soon as he returns. 


Under the contract with the city | 


the Carling Hotels Company, Inc., has 
agreed to rent the site of the city hall 
beginning at a rental of $40,000 an- 
nually. His agreement in so far as 
financing the construction of the me- 
morial is concerned, would in_ no 
way affect the rentals the city is to 
receive from the property. 
Tentative Proposal. 

“Mr. Dinkler’s tentative proposal is 
that after rentals are paid, interest 
on the investment, insurance, deprecia- 
tion and every other charge is made 
against his investment on the city hall 
property he will give virtually the en- 
tire profit to the memorial each year,” 
Mr. Moore said. 

“He would want to reserve from 10 
to 20 per cent to indemnify him against 
loss for any particular year, and he 
certainly should have a reserve fund. 


| His offer is the most public-spirited 


thing I have ever heard of and he is 
entitled to much credit. 

“If the plan is accepted, and I ean 
see no reason why it should not be, 
it would assure completion of the me- 
morial within a period of about 10 
years, even though there were no 
other sources of revenue.

SENATE PASSES. 
SFED LOAN BILL 


Measure Appropriates 
$6,000,000 for Fertilizer 
and Seed.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 17.—Favor- 
able action was taken by the senate 
today on the bill proposing a loan 
fund of $6,000,000 for use of farmers 
and fruit growers of Georgia and oth- 
er southeast states in purchasing seed, 
fertilizers and feed in connection with 
this year’s crop. operations. The 
measure now goes to the lower house 
for final approval. 

Earlier in the day the senate agri- 
cultural committee issued a favorable 
report on the legislation after receiv- 
ing official word from the department

yesterday with Senator Ellison VD. 
Smith, of South Carolina, and Senator 
Walter F. George, of Georgia, who 
collaborated in drafting the bill. 

At the same time, however, similar 
bills were introduced by? representa- 
tives of all the states affected, in- 
cluding Senator W. J. Harris and 
Representatives Crisp and Larsen, of 
Georgia. , 

During consideration of the meas- 
ure today Senator Harris sought to 
add an amendment increasing’ the 
fund from $6,000,000 to $9,000,000 
but this was voted down after ad- 
ministration leaders explained that 
Secretary Hyde had only recommended 
the first amount, which corresponds 
with the fund authorized for the same 
purpose last session. 

Farmers and fruit growers of 

Georgia have evinced much interest in 
the prospects for having the loan 
fund extended again this year, point- 
ing to the important benefits resulting 
from the last appropriation. The 
proposal was originally put forward 
to give temporary relief to farmers 
and fruit growers of the area who 
suffered injury to creps because of 
flood conflitions of 1927 and 1928. A 
recent report from the department of 
agriculture which administered the 
fund, revealed that some $2,000,000 
of the amount went to farmers of 
Georgia. 
In offering his amendment Senator 
Harris explained that last year it be- 
came necessary to reduce every loan 
that was asked for. All of the money 
will be returned with interest, he as- 
serted. 

Urging his statement the Georgia 
senator said: “This year on account 
of the greatest rainfall in the north- 
ern part of Georgia which that sec- 
tion of the country has suffered in 60 
years, according to the weather bua- 
reau, together with the floods in south 
reorgia previously, the number of 
distressed farmers who will ask for 
loans will be increased by at least 
a half. In no loans which the gov- 
ernment has ever made has there been 
such a relatively large amount unpaid 
as in the loans which have been ex- 
tended to those afflicted in the south- 
east. I sincerely hope that the sen- 
ate will agree to make the amount 
$9,000,000 instead of $6,000,000. 
If that shall not be done, there will 
be many thousands of people in the 
section affected who will be disap- 
pointed and unable to make a crop 
for the lack of money to buy seed 
and fertilizer.”

Preceeded by a barrage of snow

The charge that one man, a mem- 
ber of the fire department, “colleeted” 
tribute from prospective firemen and 
those seeking promotion, was reveal- 
ed when inquirers sought to learn 
the reason for the solicitor-general’s 
request of the board of firemasters 
that the grand jury be furnished the 
records of the fire department for the 
last three years. . 

In this connection, as in all others 


of the inves- pertaining to the alleged graft investi- 


gation, Mr. ykin and those asso- 
ciated with hfm in conducting the in- 
vestigation refused to answer any 
questions concerning the so-called sys- 
tem and neither would they give any 
names, but it was ascertained. that the 
grand jury has been informed that 
those seeking positions on the fire de- 
partment have been advised to see 
“Mr. X.” This man, the grand jury's 
informant declares, asks all those 
seeking employment “how much it 
means to them to get on the depart- 
ment” and for a monetary considera- 
tion, it is alleged, a position or a 
pointment to the department is o 
tained. 
No Detailed Investigation. _— 

It was reported that the grand jury 
has made no detailed investigation of 
these charges as yet though it is on 
its schedule. 

The board of firemasters, at a 
meeting Friday morning, voted unani- 
mously to send the records of the 
department for the last three years 
to the solicitor-general’s office to be 
scanned by the grand jury. A resolu- 
tion adopted by the board after Coun- 
cilman W. E. Saunders, its chairman,

_ Editorial in Constitution. 


Mr. Lyon, the first to address the 
gathering, went into some detail re- 
garding the launching of the investi- 
gation, citing the fact that his atten- 
tion as foreman of the November 
grand jury was called early in_ his 
tenure to an editorial in The Con- 
stitution demanding that the grand 
jury look into charges of graft which 
had been voiced on the floor of city 
council by Alderman Ben T. Huitt 
and his subsequent conferences with 
Solicitor-General Boykin regarding 
the start of the inquiry. 

“At first we found that it was 
only with great difficulty that we 
could get witnesses to talk of their 
dealings with members of city coun- 
cil and other heads of the city gov-

ernment,” Mr. Lyon said. “But after 
we opened a number of leads showing 
conditions as they existed we began 
to get better support on all sides.” 

The revelations of the witnesses as 
they paraded in and out of the grand 
jury room were astounding, Mr. Lyon 
said, adding that he personally did 
not believe that such a system of graft 
as exposed in the evidence presented 
could exist in a city so governed as 
in Atlanta. 


Tribute Demanded. 


“Apparently no one could do busi- 
ness with the city without being 
forced to pay tribute to those in 
charge of its affairs,” Mr. Lyon de- 
clared. “No matter what a firm or 
man had to offer, his goods were re- 
jected unless he was willing to con- 
tribute to those whe could arrange for 
completion of the deal. 

“The November grand jury went 
at the situation with all its might 
but the more we dug in the deeper 
we found ourselves and soon saw 
there was no chance of completing the 
investigation during our tenure. Ex- 
pose came after expose and we found 
that one illegal deal led to or dove- 
tailed with another in what seemed 
to be an unbroken line of corruption 
and graft. When our time expired 
we put into our presentments state- 
ments concerning what we had found 
and urged that support be given fol- 
lowing grand juries: in the continu- 
ance of the work we had started. 


“As a private citizen I was amazed 
and even ashamed that the city in 


/which I lived had fallen into the cor- 


rupt hands of the men who.now sit 
in our city hall. I resolved that I 
would follow the recommendations 


|made by the men who served on the 


grand jury with me and I knew that 
the only way I could do it would be 
to volunteer for service on the citi- 
zens’ committee. This I am doing and 
I am ready to give my time and money 
to see that the investigation is car- 
ried to a successful end.” 
“Firms Forced to Pay.” 

Mr. Collier, foreman of the present 
grand jury, followed Mr. Lyon and 
in so far as the law permits told of 
what had been uncovered since he 
and his associates were sworn in Jan- 


, uary 


“During six years when I was asso- 
ciated with a large contracting firm 
I learned that unless I was ready to 
permit my firm to pay graft for city 
contracts it was no use to bid on con- 
tracts that were to be let by the city,” 
Mr. Collier declared. “I knew that 
one could not obtain a contract with- 
out ’fixing things up,’ but I certainly 
had no idea that conditions such as 
revealed to the grand jury since Jan- 
uary 1 could possibly exist. On every 
hand we find city employes, great 
and smell, reaching out their hands 
for doles from those who would do 
business with the municipality.” 

Mr. Collier went on to report that 
the grand jury at present was getting 
the desired co-operation from witnesses 
and from all who have been called 
upon to aid in the investigation. 

“But it is far from complete,” Mr. 
Collier said. “It will take weeks and 
perhaps months to finish the work we 
already have in hand and fully inves- 
tigate charges that have been made 
to us and thus far have not been sub- 
stantiated.” 

Mr. Collier announced that the 
grand jury during the remainder of 
this month and through February 
would continue to meet five days a 
week, afternoons and nights on Mon- 
day, Wednesday and Thursday and 
morning and afternoon on Tuesday 
and Friday when the routine business 
of the inquisitorial body would be 
taken up in addition to the city hall 
inquiry. 

“I give you and every citizen of 
Atlanta my personal pledge and the 
pledge of those associated with me 
that nothing will be left undone to 
pursue this inquiry,” Mr. Collier said. 
“We are going to stick to it night 
and day and hope by the time our 
service as grand jurors has been com- 
pleted we will have things so sha 
that those who follow us into office 
may complete the task within a short 
time.” 


Permanent Organization. 


Immediately after Mr. Collier's ad- 
dress, Mr. Troutman offered a reso- 
lution for permanent organization of 
the committee. It follows: 

“Resolved, That by this meeting of 
taxpayers and citizens that we have 
-heard with amazement and profound 
regret the astounding statements of 
the solicitor-general and the foremen 
of two grand juries concerning the 
‘evidence submitted to them under 
oath, which reveals a shocking preva- 
lence of corruption and graft in At- 
lanta. , 

“Under these circumstances there 
is but one course open to loyal citi- 
zens and that is to co-operate with 
the grand juries and the officers of 
the law in every proper way in push- 
ing their investigation to a conclusion 
which shall reveal the truth, to the 
end that the guilty may be punished, 
corruption and graft roo out of 
public business and the fair name of 
our city relieved of the stain which 
has been cast upon it. :

“For this purpose we hereby create 
an executive committee of ten mem- 
bers, who shall have power to ap- 
point a finance committee and such 
other committees as may be needed ; 
and we authorize and request our 
chairman to appoint a committee of 
three, besides himself, to retire now 
and bring in nominations for the ex- 
ecutive committee of which they shall 
be members, 

“Resolved, further, That the execu- 
tive committee, when elected, shall 
proceed immediately to take such ac- 
tion as will secure the necessary 
financial support for a thorough in- 
vestigation and effective co-operation 
with the officers of the law.” 

Durham Supports Plan. 


Dr. Plato Durham, heading a com- 
mittee of representatives of the com- 
mittee on church co-operation, execu- 
tive committee of the Christian Coun- 
cil of Atlanta and the Evangelical 
Ministers’ Association, seconded the 
motion for permanent organization 
and made a short address supporting 
the entire movement. 

“The grafter is a burglar raiding 
every home in the city and levying 
tribute from every business man,” Dr. 
Durham declared. “We must turn 
them out. It is not only from a finan- 
cial standpoint that they hurt our city 
Wut from a moral one. What kind of 
a place will Atlanta be if we permit 
them to keep®their strangling fingers 
on the treasury? There is a greater 
need for widespread public sentiment 
now than we ever had before here. 
All should join in this move and the 
ministers of Atlanta stand ready to 
do anything they can to see that our 


‘government is purged of the rascals.” 


Dean Raimundo De Ovies, of St. 
Philip’s cathedral, followed Dr. Dur- 
ham with a plea that the committee 
pledge itself to making known the in- 
nocent as well as the guilty. 

“We do not wish to make a general 
indictment of every man and woman 
connected with the city government,” 
the dean declared. “We must with- 
hold judgment until the guilty are 
found out and the names of the in- 
nocents learned too.” 

The dean’s short address was ap- 
plauded vigorously. 

Mr. Troutman’s resolution then was 
passed unanimously and Mr. McFEl- 
reath and Mr. Watkins elected to 
their respective posts, 

Clark Howell, editor of The Con- 
stitution, made a short address in 
which he promised his support to the 
committee, declaring his assistance 
was to be given to determine those 
who are guilty as well as those who 
are innocent. 

“Tt’s the old job of eliminating the 
chaff from the wheat,’ Mr. Howell 
said. “We must find the chaff and get 
rid of it. We have some fine upstand-' 
ing men in city council, men who are 
a credit to the city and we need 
them.” 

The meeting Friday night drew a 
larger number of persons than was 
expected, leaders in the movement 
stated. 

“We announced that we would have 
our meeting but we did not look for 
so large an attendance,” one of the 
organizers said. ‘This showing is 
much better than we hoped for though 
we know there are hundreds of men 
and women in Atlanta who are in 
favor of the organization of this com- 
mittee. The fact that so many are 
here tonight means that we will have 
scores of others once our organiza- 
tion begins to function.” 


Prominent Men Present. 


Among those present were Ivan AIl- 
len, chairman of the industrial bureau 
of the Chamber of Commerce and head 
of the Ivan Allen-Marshall Company; 
George West and Milton Dargan, Jr.. 
past presidents of the Chamber of 
Commerce, representatives of a num- 
ber of civic Organizations, including a 
delegation from the Retail Merchants’ 
Association; working men who repre- 
sented themselves as citizens and tax- 
payers; contractors and businessmen 
whose commercial operations are said 
to have been affected by the alleged 
graft system which gives municipal 
work to out-of-town firms because the 
Atlanta men refused to pay tribute to 
those who demand it.

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FEDERAL BOUNTY. 
ON SUGAR DENIED 


BY D. HAROLD OLIVER, 
Associated Press Staff Writer. 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 17. 
After being notified that advocates 
of a higher sugar tariff would carry 
on their drive despite yesterday's de- 
feat, the senate went on record to- 
day by a vote of 54 to 22 against 
granting a direct federal bounty to 


domestic sugar growers and manu- 
facturers. ; 

Chairman Smoot, of the finance 
committee, revealed at the outset of 
the day’s proceedings that before the 
tariff bill is finally passed upon by 
the senate, he would propose an in- 
crease to 2 cents in the existing levy 
of 1.76 cents a pound on Cuban raw 
sugar. The present duty was ap- 
proved yesterday by a vote of 48 to 
38 in preference to 2.20 cents’ as 
recommended by the finarnce commit- 
tee and 2.40 cents carried in the 
house measure. . 

Proposed by Howell. 


The bounty amendment; proposed 
by Senator Howell, republican inde 
pendent, Nebraska, gained the sup- 
port of only 16 western republicans, 
five southern and western democrats, 
aud the one farmer-lahor’' senator, 
Thirty re. 
publicans and 24 democrats voted 
against it.

End of Schedule. 

Rejection of the bounty paved the 
way for completion of action on com- 
mittee amendments to the entire sugar 
schedule. This was accomplished late 
in the day after two amendments to 
increase duties on edible and black- 
strap molasses failed. Tomorrow de 
bate will continue on contested amend- 
— to the papers and books sched- 
ule. 

In notifying the senate that he 
would ask a separate vote on the sugar 
tariff, Senator Smoot took exception 
to newspaper comment by Orestes 
Ferrara, the Cuban ambassador, on 
yesterday's vote and accounts relat- 
ing that a toast to the senate was 
drunk at the embassy. 

“I want to call attention to the 
fact,” the Utahan said, “that there 
was great joy in Cuba yesterday after 
the senate voted. At the Cuban em- 
bassy here a toast was drunk to the 
senate. A statement was given out 
by Ambassador Ferrara in which he 
Said the vote was ‘the first step to- 
ward a more intimate commercial re- 
lation between the United States and 
Cuba.’ 

“I want to call attention to the 
fact that there was no toast drunk 
by the people of the United States 
who are going to lose all they have 
invested in the sugar industry.” 

Senator Norris, republican  inde- 
pendent, Nebraska, said he understood 
the toast was drunk by “somebody 
representing the consumers who were 
glad that they had been relieved of 
the $54,000,000 tax which the senate 
finance committee was proposing.” 

Smoot agreed that Ferrara was a 
consumer, but expressed doubt that 
the ambassador could consume that 
amount of sugar. 

Asking Smoot why he had not 
called attention to editorials praising 
the senate’s vote against a higher 
tariff, Sendtor Harrison, democrat, 
Mississippi, said: 

“The senator from Utah ought not 
die so hard.” 

“I’m not dying hard at all and the 
senator from Mississippi knows it,” 
the westerner replied. 

Approval of finance committee 
amendmenfs to retain the present levy 
of one-sixth of a cent a gallon on 
blackstrap molasses whether for stock 
feed or distilling purposes, and to in- 
crease from one-quarter to three- 
tenths of a cent a gallon the present 
duty on edible molasses of 48 sugar 
degrees content or less was given after 
a proposal by Senator Steck, demo- 
crat, Iowa, to raise the blackstrap 
levy to 8 cents a gallon was turned 
down, 50 to 22.

A UNION BUS DEPOT. 


The action of the city traffic 
and police committee in withdraw- 
ing parking privileges from the ve- 
hicles of the passenger bus lines 
operating into and from the city is 
a proper decision. 

With no intention of oppressing 
such transportation lines in a pro- 
hibitory way the committee is just- 
ly seeking to avoid unnecessary 
street congestion and facilitate free 
circulation for the cars of citizens 
who must constantly use the high- 
ways. 

Other cities have had to con- 
tend with like conditions and 
solved the bus lines problem by re- 
quiring them to establish either in- 
dividual or joint terminals from 
which to operate. That requisition 
involves no hardship upon the bus 
companies and does abolish many 
hardships upon the citizens. 

The courts generally have es- 
tablished the right of a city with 
delegated police powers to require 
the creation of terminals for bus 
lines, so provided as to avoid the 
parking of their large and obstruc- 
tive cars upon the highways. Com- 
pliance with such a requisition has, 
in almost every instance, been ad- 
vantageous to the bus operators 
and highly satisfactory to their 
patrons. 

Atlanta cannot suffer the flow of 
traffic in the business area to be 
‘impeded and congested simply to

LIFE SALVAGES NEEDED. 


Health surveys and statistics re- 
veal two Startling and distressing 
facts to the people. One is that 
‘‘America leads the world in deaths 
of mothers” and the other is that 
leading life insurance companies re- 
port that “heart diseases lead all 
other causes of death.” 

Here are two enemies of the peo- 
ple that need to be attacked by 
every preventive measure known to 
science and to government.  Sci- 
ence has discovered much _ that 
would lessen the maternity deaths 
and heart disease fatalities if gov- 
ernment would back the scientific 
facts and methods with supporting 
effective legislation. 

The fact is that 63 mothers die 
every day on the average from 
child birth perils. That is an ap- 
palling fact and the more s@ when 
we learn that most of the mothers 
could have been saved with proper 
previous preparation and correct 
treatment in the birth event. The 
national maternity act has done 
much to preserve the lives of 
mothers in child birth, but it is 
lamentably inadequate for the needs 
of those women of the nation who 
are not situated to command proper 
treatment within their own re- 
sources. There should be a plenary 
co-operative plan between the fed- 
eral and state governments worked 
‘Out in behalf of saving the lives of 
‘such mothers and their children. 

In that connection there is need 
for drastic enforcement of the pure 
drugs law, especially to prevent the 
adulterations of ergot, a medicine 
most necessary in child birth cases, 
and of digitalis which is so often 
the saving medicine in heart cases. 
Those drugs are said to be wide- 
ly and criminally adulterated—an 
act so perilous to life that it should 
‘be made a crime next to voluntary 
| manslaughter. The people should 
ibe acutely concerned in remedial 
‘legislation for these two growing 
Perils to American lives.

HOLLYWOOD IN PERSON

HOLLYWOOD, Cal., Jan. 17.— 
Three artists of grand opera have been 
before the local cameras in the past 
six months. Today I saw the first 
completed picture, “Rogue Song.” 
With Lawrence Tibbett, and if John 
McCormack and Jose Mojica give us 
anything approximating the quality 
of this American singer they'll have 
to achieve miracles. , ‘ 

That the Tibbett picture will be 
the outstanding gelatin® of 1930 so 
far as musical output goes, is a fairly 
safe prophecy. It is “Lehar and Stot- 
hart” sung with perfect art and with- 
out condescension. It is cunningly 
contrived in places to parallel the per- 
formances given by this artist in the 
dungeon scene in “The Jest,” in his 
rendering of the “Song of the Flea”— 
even the recitative for which he is fa- 
mous may be found within the scope 
of this musical tale which has glamour 
and romance and action galore. All 
of the tunes are melodious and listen- 
able, cleverly arranged to reveal the 
range of the artist’s endowment with- 
out drawing the audience into that 
realm of higher art which they might 
justly expect or naturally fear, with 
a Metropolitan opera headliner as 
star. 


When the Tibbett personality- gets 
to work one realizes that here is the 
man who is able to bring to the sound 
screen the quality of menace and ad- 
venturous zest which Jack Gilbert 
established before he opened his mouth 
and dashed to bits the illusion he had 
created in pantomine. Song flows 


through the story as easily as wafer 
along the bed of a brook. ‘There is 
none of the hideous contriving to 
bring melody into the story that is 
sO apparent and so painful in many 
pictures being made today. Yegor, 
the bandit, lives in song and no me- 
dliocre voices mar the performance—he 
is backgrounded only by the chorus 
of his men. 

I do not know of a single actor be- 
fore the camera today who speaks 
with clearer dictiog, or has finer his- 
trionism than Tibbett. He is a God- 
send to American audiences, befuddled 
as they are with foreign accents. with 
the near-London stamp and with the 
horrible theatricalisms: which are 
neither one, but a little of both. 

_ Lionel Barrymore has made a mo- 
tion picture with song. The story 
carries the audience into the mountain 
fastnesses of the Caucasus, It is quick 
with the thud’ of horses’ hoofs, the 
raucous clamor of barnyard fowl, the 
rush of water. I have been anything 
but a devotee of technicolor, yet the 
opening scene, a snowstorm at night- 
fall in a mountain defile, is one of the 
most telling ever caught by the cam- 
era. 

Later. when .the progress of the 
story takes one into spring weather 
and sunshine, the shots are reminis- 
cent of those terrible postcards, “Hav 
ing a fine time—wish you were here.’ 
But even that can’t spoil the artistry 
of the man, the excellence of the re- 
cording or the glamour of the tale. 
Catherine Dale Owen is wooden, 
Judith Vosselli is theatrical, yet the 
avalanche of magnetism and magni- 
ficent artistic creation sweeps such 
small things away—annihilates them 
completely.

“chronic bronchitis” and in countless 
cases in young adults just “headache.” 

We know now that in the majority 
of cases of running ear, in children 
particularly, chronic mastoiditis is 
present. And parents should know that 
in a good many cases of running nose 
and mouth breathing in children the 
cause is sinusitis, whether there is any 
tonsil or adenoid enlargement or not,

REESE GIVEN 4 YEARS —'STATE SUPREME COURT 


ON NARCOTIC CHARGE'DENIES BYRD APPEAL

Former Railroad Conductor, | Life Sentence Given Pierce 


in Fourth Trial, Is Found 
Guilty. 


; 

James T. Reese, former railroad 
conductor, was found guilty by a jury 
in federal court here Friday on two 
counts of an indictment charging vio- 
lation of the Harrison narcotic act, 
and was*given a sentence of four years 
on each count, the. sentences to run 
concurrently. Approximately 10 hours 
of deliberation was necessary 
a verdict could be reached. 

Reese made a bond of $15,000, 
which will allow him his liberty for 
10 days to make arrangements for 
his family before being committed to 
the Atlanta federal penitentiary. He 
maintained his innocence to the last 
_ and showed no loss of composure when 
the verdict of the jury was made 
known. 

Three previous hearings of the case 
resulted in mistrials, the juries fail- 
ing to agree. He was charged with 
complicity in the sale of 78 ounces 
of morphine for $5,400. It was de- 
clared in his defense that he was 
merely acting as an “innocent party” 


to the transaction and that he did not 
know the nature of the contents of 
the package he was charged with de- 
livering. 

Local narcotic agents were high in 
their praise of United States District 
Attorney Clint W. Hager and his 
associates who condueted the case for 
the government, and declared that 
evidence brought out by Mr. 
contributed more than any other single 
factor to the outcome of the case.

The life sentence given Mrs, Agnes 
Byrd, in a Pierce county case in which 
a “witch doctor” angle created a sen- 
sation, was upheld Friday in a de- 
cision by the supreme court. 

Three of the justices, Gilbert, Hill 
and Hines, were for an affirmance of 
the judgment, while Chief Justice 
Russell and Associate Justices Beck 
and Atkinson were for reversal By 
operation of law a divided court 
affirms the action of the lower court. 


Mrs. Byrd is now at liberty at her 
home in Blackmon under a $7,000 
bond. Bond was allowed on her plea 
of ill health, physicians declaring that 
she is suffering from Bright’s disease 
in an advanced stage and that im- 
prisonment would mean her death. 
Her attorney, Foster Memory, stated 
that he will appeal for a new hearing 
before the supreme court. 

Mrs. Byrd, with four’ men, was 
charged with killing Ira Byrd with 
an axe on August 25, 1928. She 
asked a new trial after conviction on 
the grounds that the court erred in 
admitting a letter purporting to have 
been written by her to an alleged 
“voodoo” doctor. The letter described 
the killing and implicated four men 
in the deed, 

The letter was addressed to Prof. 
J. B. Williams, Lakeland, Fla. It 
said that five persons were at the 
Byrd home and named four as Dan 
Tyre, F. P. Brandon, Lawton Dixon 
and Levy Smith. Brandon is under 
a life sentence for*complicity in the 
crime. Tyre is an 
Byrd.

the first slice of reparations bonds 
shall be put on the market. 

In order to furnish Germany the 
money required for railroads and oth- 
er internal needs, it was decided to 
increase the first issue from $200,000,- 
000 to $300,000,000, with the amount 
of increase assigned to Germany. The 
bonds will be issued to bear from five 

“to 6 per cent interest. 

The Germans agreede to abstaio 
from seeking other loans in foreign 
‘markets until next October, at which 
‘time it was supposed the first issue 
of the reparations bonds will have 
‘been floated. If they have not been, 
then the Germans have agreed not 
‘to seek money abroad before a year 

‘from next April. 

It was understood that 20 per cent, 
or $60,000,000 of these bonds, would 
‘the offered American subscribers. 
‘France will take 40 per cent and Ger- 
many and Great Britain each 20 per 
cent. The countries subscribing have 
the right to place part of their allot- 
ments in other countries. 

The German share in the proceeds 

of $100,000,000 will replace a loan 
mlready contracted for in connection 
with the Kruger Match concession. 
This may change the proportions of 
allotments to different countries since 
if the match loan had been floated in 
the United States it would . have 
mmounted to more than 20 per cent of 
the reparations bonds which had fis- 
ured as the American allotment in 
all calculations.

Senator Blease, democrat, South 
Carolina, called attention to a news- 
paper story which said Henderson 
had agreed not to use objectionable 
words. He read several telegrams, 
one of which said many persons were 
enjoying Henderson's talks. 

After Blease sat down, Senator Dill, 
democrat, Washington, who first 
voiced complaint on the floor, re-en- 
tered the debate with a denial that 
he was opposed to Henderson because 
of his opposition to chain stores. 

“Ll have really done a service to 
those who want to fight chain stores,” 
he said, “because if Henderson con- 
tinued to use objectionable language, 
he would be ruled off the air.” 

In his testimony before the com- 
mittee, Grigsby named the Radio Cor- 
poration of America, the General 
Electric Company, the Westinghouse 
Company, and the American Tele- 
phone and Telegraph Company a’ 
members of what he said was some- 
times called the radio trust. 

He contended that hig firm had 
been compelled to pay royalties of 
more than $5,000,000, which he said, 
represented an ultimate cost to the 
consumer of $15,000,000, by virtue of 
the fact that he had been obliged 
to take out patent licenses from the 
radio corporation. He added that his 
bankers would not finance his concern 
unless it had the licenses. 

The corporation he continued, fixed 
the royalty rate at 7 1-2 per cent 
on receipts “on the pretense that it 
had a complete monopoly.” 

“That is not true,” he said. “We 
are now paying royalties to three oth- 
er patent owners, and have been sued 
by five additional companies, claim- 
ing infringement of seven patents.”

Gold Fever Rages in Village 


LITTLE ARIZONA TOWN NEAR PANIC AT WORD OF STRIKE 


Despite Forbidding Snows 


PHOENIX, Ariz., Jan. 17.—(Unit- 
ed News.) —How Dame Nature placed 
a trump card upon the table in the 
little Arizona town of Kingman, re- 
sulting in a near panic among its 
2000 inhabitants, was revealed here 
tonight by Joe Hicks, aged prospector. 

It was in the dead of night when 
a miner stumbled into the _ sleepy 
town, pushed open the door of an 
all-night restaurant, demanded food, 
and slammed down a heavy leather 
pouch filled with gold nuggets. 


That was the trump card played 
in the little town, 200 miles northwest 
of here—news of a gold strike. 

The news spread rapidly over the 
town. Lights went on, doors began 
to slam, dogs barked and the all- 
night cafe suddenly became thronged 
with eager, feverish, gesticulating hu- 
manity. 

Heavy snow began to fall. Some- 
one kicked open the eating house door 
and a sharp blast of wind swept in. 
The storm was rushing down from the 
mountains, bringing swirling masses 
of snow and sleet. 

Several miners: hurriedly left the 
now wide-awake town, some sadly 
handicapped, to face the blizzard. Oth- 
ers, veterans like Joe Hicks, had taken 
precautions, 

Northern Arizona’s first big snow: 
storm of the year took on new pro- 
portions. Within an hour it became 
the season’s worst storm, blocking 
roads, crippling traffic and covering 


mountains with a thick white blanket. 

In the cafe the lone miner was 
draining his sixth cup of steaming cof- 
fee. He had worked his way down 
from the Mojave hills, 65 miles north 
of Kingman, bringing the electrifying 
news that he, George Fancher and his 
friends, Billy Dunlap and E. V. Giv- 
ens, all veteran miners, had discov- 
ered ledges containing primary gold 
assaying up to $100, His state- 
ment unsettled the orderly routine of 
life and by dawn most every able- 
bodied man was ready for the rush 
to the hills. 

The new day found the skies heavy 
with overhanging snow clouds. Warn- 
ing was sounded that it would be fool- 
hardy to attempt to trek out into the 
wastelands. 

To some the warning went unheed- 
ed. Men, and a few women, too, fit- 
ting themselves with snowshoes, were 
on the trail at sunrise, determined to 
conquer all but inaccessible mountain 
regions, 

The gold rush was on. 

Hicks, like many an old-time pros- 
pector in Arizona, who through a life- 
time has dreamed of yellow nugget 
heaps that some day would bring him 
wealth, is going back to Kingman and 
to the scene of the strike. 

“I knew the country there,” Hicks 
said. “It’s useless to try to trek out 
in the Mojave hills when they are cov- 
ered with snow. I'll be at the strike 
and will be one of the first ones to 


reach there.”

In French Gambling Industry 


PARIS, Jan. 17.—The French gov- 
ernment made more out of the gam- 
bling industry last year than did 
Frank Jay Gould, the prince of Mon- 
aco, or the barons of Deauville, Monte 
~A1LS, Bidtefin aha ihe 350 ocher 
casinos in lrance and along the Med- 
iterranean pleasure coast. 


The 166 registered casinos in 
France, exclusive of Monte Carlo, 
which brings France nothing, plucked 
405,000,000 francs ($15,876,000) out 
of the “kitties” last year, and of that 
sum the French ministry of finance 
took as its share 212,400,000 francs, 
and the municipalities another 50,- 
000,000. 

The annual report of the govern- 
ment gambling profits does not go into 
great detail, but it does show that 
Frank Gould's first gambling  ven- 
ture, his winter casino at Juan-Jes- 
Pins, earned 8,615,000 francs. ‘The 
French government took 4,500,000 
francs of that sum off his hands, and 
the expensive overhead ate up a lot 
more, but Gould should have banked 
a net profit of 1,000,000 francs. 

This year with his second estab- 
lishment, the great $5,000,000 casino 
at Nice, as well as his first venture, 
Gould stands to make more out of the

sentative Ruth Bryan Owen, democrat, 
Florida, whose election is being con- 
tested by William C. Lawson, re- 
publican.

Chairman Beedy, of the committee, 
however, said the cases were different 
in view of Fisher, and asserted that 
with regard to Mrs. Owen a mere con- 
tention was made. 

Mrs. Owen, he said,-had married the 
Englishman in 1910, and, he added, 
thereby lost her citizenship under an 
act passed in 1907, which provided 
that American women citizens who 
marry nationals of other countries lose 
their citizenship. Under the Cable act 
of 1922, he said, she had applied for 
naturalization and had received citi- 
zenship papers about three years ago. 

Bainum said the 24 years Mrs, 
Owen, the daughter of the late Wil- 
liam Jennings Bryan, had spent in 
this country prior to her marriage did 
not count as citizenship after her mar- 
riage.

GENEVA, Switzerland, Jan. 17 
The general impression here is that 
the commission just appointed by the 
League of Nations council to try to 
revise the league covenant in order 
to make it harmonize with the Kel- 
logg pact will not reach a solution. 
It is feared that if the covenant 
is enlarged to cover all kinds of hos- 
tilities, either the sanctions would be- 
come universally applicable, — too, 
which is just what some states do 
not want, or would in practice never 
be applied, which is pust what the 
other states do not want. Hence the 
feeling that the best thing is to let 
both pacts stand as at present and 
consider them complementary to one 
another. 

Arthur Henderson, British foreign 
minister, who favors revision of the 
covenant, bases his view on the fol- 
lowing arguments. The covenant in 
certain cases rmits war. World 
opinion has evolved considerably since 
1919, and the covenant, which was 
then in advance of opinion, is now 
behind. Divergences between the 
league covenant and the Kellogg pact 
are unfortunate because they lead on 
the one hand to doubts regarding the 
sincerity of the signatories of the 
Kellogg pact, and on the other to 
the possibility of the Kellogg pact’s 
becoming a mere scrap of paper in 
case the United States ever loses in- 
terest in it. 

If the Kellogg pact was ever vio- 
lated without the covenant’s being 
violated at the same time, the league 
council would be in an awkward posi- 
tion. This might happen if a state 
went to war after fulfilling all league 
formalities. The Kellogg pact forbids 
all war but proposes no remedies in 
case a war happens, while the league 
allows war in certain cases but pro- 
vides severe sanctions*in all others. 
e two can be reconciled only by 
weakening the league sanctions along 
the lines of the Kellogg pact, or ex- 
tending them to all cases along the 
lines of the covenant. 

Mr. Henderson has declared that he 
is not trying to weaken the league 
sanctions, as some had feared... But 
if the league obligations are made to 
cover all cases like the Kellogg pact, 
then a blockade and all the obliga- 
tions of Article 16 would apply to all 
cases, This is considered here to be 
virtually what was sought in 1924 
through the Geneva protocol, which 
Great Britain rejected. 
+ Some French observers have there- 
fore suspected that the British aim in 
trying to enlarge the scope of the 
covenant was at the same _ time to 
weaken the sanctions, and despite Mr. 
Henderson’s reassurances on this

Articles 12 and 15 be amended to out- 
law all wars, but at the same time 
the sanctions must be strengthened.

FDIHSGED BY WOGE 


Court Holds That Conkey 
Whitehead Has Not Been 
Served in Action. 


Suit for $250,000 damages, filed by 
Miss Frances Porter, Atlanta and 
New York dancer, against Conkey 
Whitehead, former Atlantan, Friday 
morning was ordered dismissed by 
Judge John D. Humphries, when lhe 
upheld the contention that the de- 
fendant had never been legally served. 
(‘ounsel for Miss Porter gave notice 
that the case would be appealed to 
the supreme- court. Neither party to 
the suit appeared at the hearing. 

The case was called for trial before 
Judge Humphries Thursday, and it 
was announced that counsel for both 
sides had agreed to try the issue be- 
fore the presiding judge without in- 
tervention of a jury, and on an agreed 
statement of facts. 

Agreed Statement. 

Attorney Albert Howell, represent- 
ing C. P. Whitehead, read to the court 
the statement of facts, as agreed upon 
by all counsel in the case, no other 
evidence being introduced by either 
side to supplement this paper. 

It appeared from the agreed state 
mem that copy of the damage suit 
had been left hy the sheriff at the 
West Pace’s Ferry road _ residence 
owned by the defendant, who had re- 
sided there until June, 1927, when the 
defendant and his wife separated, and 
he turned over to his wife use and 
possession of the premises and a cash 
consideration in lieu of temporary ali- 
mony. 

The defendant then went abroad, 
but subsequently returned to Atlanta 
on a few occasions, in every instance 
stopping at an Atlanta hotel and not 
entering his former residence for any 
purpose. 

The statement also alleged’ that 
subsequent to the return of service, 
the defendant andl his wife both ob- 
tained decrees of total divorce, and 
that the defendant subsequently pur- 
chased a lot in Havana, Cuba, built 
af residence thereon and remarried. 

The agreed statement alleged that 
Whitehead had registered in Fulton 
county, and had continued annually to 
pay his poll tax through 1929, al- 
though he had not voted since the 
date of the separation. 

Service Is Attacked. 

Counsel for the defendant argued 
that the*sheriff's return of service 
showing that a copy of the petition 
had been left at the defendant's resi- 
dence, was erroneous under the facts 
‘disclosed by the statement, and that 
the return should be set aside on the 
ground that the place where the sher- 
iff attempted to serve the suit was 
not, at the time, the defendant's resi- 
dence. 

Plaintiff's counsel contended that 
ns the defendant owned the residence 
where service was made, and as the 
defendant and his wife were not then 
divorced and the defendant had estab- 
lished no other known residence, re- 
turn of service should be sustained. 

Judge Humphries announced that, 
in his opinion, the law was well set- 
tled, and that, under the 
closed hy the agreed statement, the 
Pace’s Ferry home, where service was 
attempted, was not the lezal residence 
of defendant for the purpose of serv- 
ice. and directed counsel to take an 
order «dismissing the plaintiff's case 
for want of service. 

Attorneys J. Mallory Hunt. of At- 
Janta. and T. T. Marye, of Washing- 
ton, D. C., represented the plaintiff, 
while the defendant was represented 
by Howell, Heyman & Bolding.

| THE RED ANTELOPE. 


| Without wishing to belittle any of the achievements of young Mrs 
| Red (Harold) Grange, the illusive iceman of Wheaton, IIl., it strikes 
'me that he has been made the most famous back of intercollegiate foot- 
ball largely through the power of ballyhoo. It was not that he was 
merely a good back who could bound like a startled red-headed antelope 
through a ‘broken field. For in the sixty years or so of American inter- 
collegiate football there have been many great backs. 

There was Jim Thorpe, the Sac and Fox Indian from Carlisle, 
who played football professionally mostly for the joy of it until 
he became a comparatively aged brave. There was George Gipp, 
of Notre Dame, who always will be my favorite, the young man 
who died while he was still an undergraduate and who always will 
remain a gallant and radiant memory of the gridiron. 

There are hundreds of other backs whose great deeds in the broken 
fields of years ago are remembered only by some gray-haired old grads. 
You cannot draw comparisons in this game any more than you can 
draw them in the manly art of modified murder. “How would Dempsey 
compare with Jeffries? How would Gene Tunney compare with John L. 
Sullivan?” they ask, And all that you can get out of pondering over 
these questions is an afternoon of heated but futile argument. 

While he was still with the University of Illinois, Red Grange—~ 
held a season’s record for scoring. That is something to go by 
—but it is rot always the player who carries the ball across the 
line that is the most valuable player to the team. This game is 
a team essentially, and in another setting Red Grange might not 
have attained this record. 

Again I say that | am not minimizing the achievements of Mr. Red 
| (Hatold) Grange, but it must be remembered that when he ran for 
Illinois he had with him a team trained by Zuppke, one of the greatest 
of the coaches of modern football. He was part of one of the best 
geared football machines that ever was turned looge on a gridiron. 
This one had a lone horseman instead of the Four Horseman of the 
Rockne-trained machine which preceeded it. The horsemen, lone or in 
quartets, get nowhere without a good strong line and the co-ordination 
of the other men on the team. 

Red Grange played to a bigger gallery than any of them. In 
his senior year he entered the professional field under the man- 
agement of C. C. Pyle, a master of sporting ballyhoo. Then, 
very frankly, he sought ballyhoo rather than touchdowns for the 
sake of the gate reccipts—all of which is-natural enough in a 
professional. 
Professional intercollegiate football was launched with a loud noise, 

but somehow it did not take very effectively. Of course, those who 
could not see Red Grange when he was running wild for Illinois wanted 
'to see astonishing fleetness. Every five yards meant so much in dol- 
‘lars, and Mr. Grange was running himself into a fairly good bank ac- 


count. 


And they let him run. In professional football Red Grange was 
| the box office attraction—the goose that laid the golden eggs. If 
Grange were injured so that he would not be able to play there

THE FAMOUS ICEMAN.

‘blame *to anyone for cashing on his léne talent.

Or perhaps 
the credit is due to Mr. C. C. Pyle, who conceived the idea of cash- 
ing on the over-ballyhoo that was built around Red Grange when he 
was running wild for Illinois. 

It must be recalled that Mr. Pyle performed the same serv- 
ice for tennis when he included Mile. Suzanne Lenglen and some 

of the other amateur stars in this game to join his one-night

SOVIET EXPORT DRIVE 


FAR SHORT OF NEEDS 


Republic Depended on Cam- 
paign To Raise Funds To 
Buy Tractors.

. S. R. R., Jan. 17.— 
The soviet export campaign, which is 
relied upon to provide funds for pur- 
chasing tractors for the vast collec- 
tive farms, machinery and technical 
services for an equally vast industrial- 
ization program, is falling consider- 
ably short of official expectations. In- 
asmuch as the five-year plan of so- 
viet economy, involving every aspect 
of Russian production and the life 
of the people, is dependent upon it, 
this shortcoming has serious implica- 
tions unless it is speedily rectified. 
Soviet officialdom and the press 
are frankly facing: the situation and 
indulging in the customary unsparing 
self-criticism, Severe punitive meas- 
ures are administered to those deemed 
responsiBle. “ — 

Under the government plan exports 
this year should _ total 600,000,000 
rubles ($300,000,000), which repre- 


sents a 3 per cent increase over the 
year ending September 30, 1929. In- 
dustrial exports are scheduled to in- 
crease 47 per cent. The totals for the 
first quarter published today are ad- 
mittedly disappointing. 

Exports for the quarter ending 
January 1 are 11 per cent less than 
planned. Exports over the European 
frontier amounted ‘to 23 per cent 
more than for the same quarter of 
the preceding year, but this is not 
what the nation needs in the way of 
the foreign values. The policy of do- 
ing without foreign goods of every 
character except heavy machinery has 
kept imports down to 203,300,000 


rubles ($101,650.000), but that favor- 
able balance is inadequate for present 
soviet requirements.

CHICAGO, Jan. 17.—(4)—The law 
of the Emperor Justinian has been 
invoked in the court of Judge Joseph 
Sabath and appled to the case of 
Mrs. Teresa aporale vs. Cuona 
Caporale for separate maintenance. 

The Caporales have been married 
48 years. 

“These people,” said Mrs. Capor- 
ale’s attorney, “have “hever been na- 
turalized. ‘They are still subjects of 
Italy and therefore governed by 
Justinian law.” 

Justinian long ago decreed: “Hus- 
band and wife shall not be separated 
in divorce until their marriage shall 
have proved its unsuitability during 
a reasonable trial period of 50 
years,”

collapsed and when the member 
banks were carrying what afterward 
turned out to be many frozen com- 
mercial loans. The collapse of the 
bull stock market last autumn togeth- 
er with slowing down in general trade 
and absence of widespread frozen 
commercial loans is responsible for the 
present low borrowings of member 
banks from the federal reserve banks.

The movement of gold to the United 
States which totaled $250.000,000 in 
the first ten months of 1929 due to 
the attraction of a rising stock mar- 
ket was reversed after the decline, 
and $100,060,000 in gold was taken 
from the country in the last two 
months of the year.

WEAKNESS PREVAILS 
IN FEEDSTUFF MARKET 


A weak situation continued to pre- 
vail in the principal feedstuffs dis- 
tributing markets during the week 
ending January 16, states the Grain, 
Hay and Feed Market News Service 
of the United States bureau of agri- 
cultural economics. Feed grains, how- 
ever, were holding generally steady 
and hay markets were firm. Snow 
and bad road conditions throughout 
the central west was restricting the 
country movement of corn and inter- 
rupting baling and Joading of hay. 

Demand at most markets for wheat 
feeds averaged generally dull and 


| prices declined 50c to $1 per ton un- 


der those of last week. Heavy offal 
Considerable 
corn is taking 
place and this is reflected in the weak 
market for the heavy offal. Demand 
for mill feeds in the southeast con- 
tinued light. Bran was quoted at At- 
lanta, bagged, in carlots, sight draft 
basis, at_$34-36, brown shorts $36.50, 
gray shorts $38 and Red Dog $42 per 
ton. Prices of wheat feeds showed 
considerable range at that market, as 
mills with surplus feed were quoting 
lower prices in an effort to effect 
sales. Hard winter wheat bran was 
steady at diem = at $29 and gray 
shorts at $31.50 per ton. 

Despite ‘the larger prospective out- 
turn of cottonseed this season, only 
about 556,000 tons were received at 
mills during December as compared 
with 693,000 tons in the same month 
last year. Crushings were also lighter 
so that the production of cottonseed 
cake and meal aggregated only 272,500 
tons, compared with 313,700 tons in ~ 
December last year. Shipments were 
lighter, fotmling 268,000 tons, reflect- 
ing the slow demand. So far this sea- 
son production and consumption of 
cottonseed cake and meal has been 
smaller than last year and stocks Jan- 
uary 1 were slightly larger than a 
year ago. Foreign demand has also 
been dull. 

Prices of cottonseed cake and meal 
declined 50e to $1 per ton during the 
week. With offerings of the seed 
lighter than last year, it appears that 
considerable seed will be fed or used 
for fertilizer on farms. Demand for 
cottonseed meal was light at Atlanta, 
although it showed improvement, 
largely due to the takings of low 
grade meal by fertilizer manufactur- 
ers; 56 per cent protein meal was 
quoted at Atlanta, in carlots at $32- 
52.50, and 41 per cent protein at 
$35.50-36 per ton. Hulls were in bet- 
ter demand at $9.50-10 per ton. Mills 
in and around Memphis were reported 
not offering meal freely and the large 
stocks in the hands of dealers were 
moving slowly. Spot meal, 41 per 
cent protein, was quoted at that mar- 
ket at $35.25 and 43 per cent $37.75 
per ton. Moderate mill offerings were 
meeting good demand at Fort Worth 
and the tone of the market averaged 
fairly steady. Cold pressed cottonseed 
was quoted at $32.50-33.50 per ton 
and hulls $10-11 per ton f. o. b. 
mills. The latter were in excellent 
demand, but offerings were scarce. 

Feed grain prices were generally 
unchanged from a week ago. Country 
movement was being restricted by 
snow and bad roads and the high 
moisture content of the grain over 
most of the corn belt. Oats continued 
dull and featureless. No. 3 yellow 
eorn was quoted at Chicagg, January 
15, at 86 1-2-88e and at Kansas City 
at 80-S2c per bushel. No. 3 white 
oats were quoted at the same mar- 
kets at 44 1-2-45 3-4e and 45 1-2. 
46 1-2c per bushel, respectively. No. 2 
white corn was quoted at Atlanta at 
$1.13. Georgia corn at $1.05-1.10 and 
No. 2 white oats at 60 1-2c per 
bushel, 

Hlay markets held firm during the 
week. Colder weather with snow over- 
spreadin a large part of the western 
United States during the week tended 
to restrict marketings, but increased 
the demand, particularly from feeders. 
Demand for the better grade alfalfa 
and Timothy was quite active at At- 
lanta with receipts hardly equal to 
the inquiry. United States No. 1 al- 
falfa was quoted at that market at 
$36-38, United States No. 2 leafy at 
$34.50, United States No. 2 Timothy 
at $23.50 and United States No. 2 
clover at $22.50 per ton.

LAGUARDIA TO OUTLINE 


DRY ‘ILLEGALITY’ TODAY 


Will Speak on Failure of 
States to Ratify 
Amendment. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 17.—(?)— 
At the request of Representative La- 
Guardia, republican, New York, a 
wet, the house today put aside the sec- 
tion of the treasury postoffice sup- 
ply bill which would provide $15,000,- 
000 for prohibition enforcement. 

LaGuardia has announced that when 
the section comes before the house to- 
morrow he will offer a point of or- 
der against the appropriation on the 
ground that the amendment has never 
been ratified by three-fourths of the 
states. 

LaGuardia contends that while the 
joint resolution providing for the 
amendment was ratified by the re 
quired number of states the amend- 
ment proper was not. This, he ar- 
gued, raised a question as to its con- 
stitutional sufficiency. 

Excepting the prohibition para- 
graphs of the treasury department 
section of the measure all other treas- 
ury appropriations were approved. 
There remains for approval the post- 
office department sections which set 
aside $835,494,077, an increase of $17,- 
478,352 over the appropriations for 
the current year. 

Representative Black, democrat, 
New York, a wet, was denied post- 
ponement of consideration of the coast 
guard section after Chairman Wood, 
of the appropriations committee, ob- 
jected. 

Black had requested that the pro- 
hibition and coast guard sections be 
considered together tomorrow, but the 
house went ahead and allotted $32,- 
123,040 to the coast guard, of which 
$16,807,190 is designated for anti- 
smuggling work.
